1. The Royal Bow. This is rather a formi- 
dable undertaking, many attempt it, buttew 
excel. There is a je ne sais quot aboat it, 
which bas a peculiar character. The gcaceful 
swan-like declension of the head, accompanied 
by an affable smile on its rise, has a very prepos- 
sessing appearance. The bow is generally 
practised preparatory to a drawing-room or 
levee. Many men imagine they fail in execu- 
ting it, on account, perhaps, of omitting the 
royal buttoning up of their coat ; others fancy 
they are too thin to give proper effect to the 
congee ; whilst others, stil more rash, con- 
demn Stultz the tailor, for building sach high 
collars, and giving thom such tight waists.
